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A PRINCE OF SWINDLERS.

Career of thoe Bigamist “Cunnlogham,"

Author of the Latest Rogers Murder
.Q.“'ll’-o

Perhaps the most andacious swindler sinoe

: o8tro, is the bigamist Whesler, alias
unniogham,"  whose latest  exploit,
achieved sven while he was lying in prison,

od with a heinous ocrime, was the fool-

ing of all the New York journals, save the
Tribune, with a bogus confession conceraing
Rogers murder, published about two
weeks ago. Ile was brought to trial in the
Westchester County Court of Sessions, last
Wednesday. The principal witnesses against
him were Gilbert Weymar, the father of the
Tarrytown girl whom he married first, and
Eighmer, the one whom be charged

with complioity in the Rogers murder, The
jury rendered & verdiot of gui'ty of the orime
of whioh he stood accnsed, withont any hesi-
tation. When the verdict had been retnrned,
the Judge acked him what Lie kad to say against
the padsiog of sentence upon him. Cuoning-
ham spoke hall an hour in reply to the ques-
tion, and unndertook, in vindication of tha
seonnd marriage, to rensrrate the story about
the Rogers murder. The Court vtopped him,
however, before he proceeded far, aud pro-
nounoced sentence upon him. He was con-
demned to Bing Sing fer five years. Before
leaving the court-room, he thanked the Judge

_ I a8 much as the law would allow, and the |

jtiry for bavieg aoteéd go promptly in the pre-
mises, He was yesterd y removed from
White Plaing to Bing bing. Before goiug he
Iavished his farewells allectionately among
the White Plains officials, sud took oocasion
to say that after his relesse he wonld marry
& wile for every month of his conflpe-
ment. He was asked at court whether he hid
ever been inoarcerated for crime, He refosed
to reply, but has iotimated to his
fellow-prisonera that he had been confined on
the same charge as that for which he was sen-
tenced, in the States of New Jersey and Michi

ran. ‘‘Conningham’s’ real pame is Clinton
Wheale_r. lle ia & returned Californian, and
hag, gince his e urn, adopted the name of
William Cornell Cuoniogham. He has a
pleasing address, is an accomplished liar and
swindler, and a wnotorious bigamist. He is
about fifty-three years of age. In person he
is mot above the medinm size; wears a heavy
mass of light-brown hair, with monstaches
and chin whiskers of a fiery color. Upon his
finger a massive ring has becoms stationary
from long indulgence in its position, and pro-
claims its owner's wealth and taste. Wheeler
has all the manners of a Califoruian, tinged
with a little wildnees of look and expression,
which often creates an impression that his
mind is somewhat astray; but this has not
interfered very materially with the snccess o f
certain very questionable confidence opera-
tions which he has been engaged in at
different times within the past six
months, and in which he appears to have
come off generally with satisfaction to himself
and loss to the individuals whom he had in-
veigled into confidence. He was the only son
of alawyer in Buflfalo, N. Y., and emigrated
to California in 1857. While in the Golden
State be evidently turned his dispozition to ba
friendly with strangers to wuo small acconut,
for, as subsequent events showed, he acquired
a fund of knowledge of persons and partion-
lars of family history which served him in
his fature operations. Returning to New
York some time last summer he boarded for
geveral weeks in the Astor Hounse and
French's Hotel, pursuing his adopted profes-
sion of swindling the public within the limits
of the city and in the suburbs. Among the |
firpt places at which avy traces can be ob- |
tained of his movements is at the house

of a Mr. DBenson, in York strest,
Jersey  City, whera he appesarad
abont the 1st of Novembar last with

a wonderful gtory abont a California estate of
$75,000, for the transfer of which he possessad
the necessary powers. The property he re- |
regented had been left by a Mr. Travers,
eceased in California, to an aged lady of the
same name, who had formerly been an inmate
of Mr. Benson’s honse. The family of the
latter were of course thrown into a fever of
expectation at the good fortune which had
guddenly befallen their friend, and 8 number |
of journeys were made in company with
‘Wheeler to her present home. But the all-
powerful etranger did not deliver the papers
which were to place the fortune in her hands,
and suddenly disappeared, after exhansting
all efforts to secure an advance of money
without success, He appearsd soon after-
wards at Saddle River, where he visited the |
house of Mr. John Banta with a story some-
what similar to that npon which he expended
his efforts in Jersey City. A little girl, whose
ptage was unkoown, had been adopted
Mr. Banta, and the pleasing stranger
brought her a fortnne of §100,000, the papers
for the transfer of the property being, in this
case, &8 in the first, in his possession. A
danghter of his host attracted the at-
tention of the wealthy Californian,
and he made a hasty proposition
of marriage, which the young lady, impressed
with his spparent wealth, as hastily acoepted.
Before the engagement had grown Lo matuo-
rity, however, Wheeler disappeared, carrying
with him a watch, a considerable awonut of
money, and some clothing belongiog to Mr.
Banta. It was ascertained, after his sndden
departure, that he had also vietimized oum or
two neighboring farmers with whom he had
bargained for the purchase of land. Haap-
ared soon afterwarda in Morristown, where
8 borrowed £400 from Mr, Joho Ward, a
farmer with whom he had entered iuto nego-
tiations for the purchase of his farm. He was
not afterwards seen in thut locality. He gsems

be crossed to New Palty, taking a stage from
that place to the interior, searching for oppor-
tunities for investment. In the stage, his
fellow.companion was & Miss Lonisa Ameigh
of New Paitz, to whom he proposed marriage
before their jourpey was ended. He was ao-
oepted, and he retorned to her home in New
Paltz & few daye afterward and made her his
wife. The fame of his weslth had been oiren-
Inted with great rapidity among the young
Isdy's friends, and Cunniogham took oooa-
slon to make the most of the eredit which it
guve him, by purchasiog all manner of honse-
hiold articles aud clothing, withont payiog for
spything. He obtained by soms means ad-
vauces of money upon them, and haviog
seonred all possible peonniary benefit, ha laft ‘

withont notice to his wife or oreditora. He
visited {he houge of a Mr. Laird, in
Pieasant Valley, Ulster ocounty, a few
days afterward, ocalling himsell William

White, where he made himeslf friendly with
that gentleman, haviog known his son inti-
wately in California, Berore the lapse of ‘
many days he offered his hand to Miss Laird,
s daughter of his hoet, but was rejected. In
uttempting to get away from this place with a
supply of booty, Cuouniogham feund himself
watched by suspicions eyes, and he made &
journey by night, carpet-bag in hand, throngh
the muddy conntry roads in endeavoring to
sfoape. He was, however, overhanled by
oflicers before morning and compelled to sur-
render. He had an examination before Jus-
tice Lawrence at Cross River on the 1ith of
December, when he was ocommitted teo
the White Plains Jail for trial on a charge
of bigamy, the father of Misa Ameigh, as
well 88 Mr. Weimer, appearing against him
avd identifying him as the husband of their
daughters, He left in custody of an oilicer,
informing the crowd who had been called to-
getlier to witness his examivation that he
wae a Government detective, and wonld show
them gpeediiy for what purpose it was that he
married ‘the two women. The developments
of hiz history, his multituadinons falsehoods
and gwindles duriog the period over which
this eketch extends, lead to the conviction
that he is one of the most impudent and per-
severing of liars, and to the supposition, also,
that to bis depravity is added a partial insan-
ity which haa been the controlling power in
his career.—N. Y. Tribune, March 27,
